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)}}    REPORT  OF  THE  SPRING  MEETING  )}} 

The  Spring  leeting  of  the  New  England  Chapter  of  the  Music  Library  Association  took  place  Saturday,  Hay  14,  at  Providence  Public 
Library.  After  coffee  and  registration,  Susan  Waddington  of  Providence  Public  welcomed  us  and  gave  a  brief  history  and 
description  of  the  institution  and  its  collections. 

The  morning  program  was  entitled  "What's  going  on:  current  and  recently-completed  research  projects  undertaken  by  NEMLA  members." 
Three  area  librarians  described  projects  they  have  undertaken.  Tish  Brennan  (Rhode  Island  College)  presented  a  paper  on  "The 
Sally  Brown  Herreshoff  Collection."  Her  interest  in  this  collection  was  sparked  by  a  bicentennial  concert  given  by  the  Rhode 
Island  Historical  Society  at  the  restored  mansion  of  the  Brown  family,  one  of  the  preeminent  families  in  late  eighteenth-  and 
early  nineteenth-century  Providence.  Saiiy  Brown  Herreshoff  had  a  lifeiong  interest  in  music,  and  her  copy  books,  begun  in  about 
1790  and  continued  throughout  the  rest  of  her  life,  provide  concrete  evidence  of  the  musical  repertoire  in  vogue  at  the  time. 
Doug  Hinman's  (Brown  University)  talk  was  entitled  "You  really  got  me:  an  illustrated  world  discography  of  the  Kinks,  1964-1994." 
An  aficionado  of  the  rock  group,  he  described  how  his  interest  in  meticulous  research  and  collection  of  memorabilia  led  him 
through  a  labyrinth  in  untangling  the  various  release  and  recording  dates  of  the  Kinks'  albums  worldwide.  During  this  process 
he  used  archives  at  the  BBC,  New  York  Public  Library,  and  Warner  Brothers,  among  others.  Interest  from  fellow  collectors  helped 
spur  him  into  finding  a  publisher,  who  unfortunately  went  bankrupt  before  the  research  was  completed.  At  this  point,  he  hopes 
to  self -publish  in  the  near  future  what  will  probably  be  a  three-volume  set.  Sarah  Shaw  (Brown  University)  concluded  the  morning 
session  by  discussing  "The  Rhode  Island  sheet  music  project."  She  presented  an  account  of  a  project  to  create  an  index  of  the 
Rhode  Island  sheet  music  imprints  held  by  Brown  University.  She  described  the  project,  which  began  with  writing  a  grant  for  the 
Rhode  Island  Council  on  the  Arts,  and  concluded  her  talk  with  a  slide  show  of  examples  of  the  cover  art,  accompanied  by  a  taped 
portion  of  the  concert  held  as  part  of  the  terms  of  the  grant. 

After  lunch  there  was  a  brief  business  meeting,  during  which  Kathryn  Burnett  (Smith  College)  gave  a  eulogy  for  Mary  Ankudowich, 
who  died  January  24.  Linda  Blotner  (Hartt  School  of  Music)  read  a  tribute  to  and  presented  a  gift  from  the  chapter  to  Brenda 
Goldman  on  the  occasion  of  her  recent  retirement  from  Tufts  University. 

The  two  afternoon  speakers  focused  on  "Career  choices:  following  the  road  less  traveled."  Susan  Dearborn  (Conductor's 
Cooperative)  recounted  the  evolution  of  her  career  from  a  librarian  at  Harvard  to  a  sales  representative  first  at  Baker  and 
Taylor,  and  then  at  CLSI.  She  then  illustrated  the  commonality  between  these  positions  and  her  current  position  as  an  artist 
impresario  for  a  group  of  conductors.  Alice  Abraham,  music  librarian  for  WGBH  Radio  in  Boston,  gave  an  interesting  account  of 
her  transition  from  volunteer  to  music  librarian.  She  described  the  station  and  its  collection,  pointing  out  how  cataloging  and 
housing  a  collection  for  a  radio  station  differs  from  that  of  a  traditional  academic  or  public  library  collection. 

The  Hair-Davis  Duo  (Marilyn  Hair,  mandolin,  and  Hark  Davis,  guitar)  played  a  delightful  recital  to  round  out  the  afternoon 
session.  The  meeting  concluded  with  a  reception  provided  by  the  Providence  Public  Library.  Many  thanks  to  Susan  Waddington  and 
Margaret  Chevian  for  hosting  such  an  interesting  meeting.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Ann  Caldwell,  Chair.  She 
welcomed  the  group  and  thanked  Susan  Waddington  and  Margaret 
Chevian  who  hosted  the  meeting.  She  also  thanked  Carolyn 
Johnson,  NEMLA  Vice  Chair /Chair  Elect/Program  Committee 
Chair  for  planning  three  meetings  in  a  row. 

Caldwell  announced  election  results.  Members  of  the 
Nominating  Committee  were  Suzanne  Risley  (Chair),  Jerry 
McBride,  and  Lisa  Redpath.  We  had  an  excellent  slate  of 
candidates:  Peter  Hunstedt  (MIT)  and  Michael  Rogan  (Longy 
School  of  Music)  for  Vice  Chair /Chair  Elect,  and  Wendy 
Sistrunk  (Tufts)  and  David  Gilbert  (Wellesley)  for  Member- 
At-Large.  Caldwell  congratulated  the  winners:  Peter 
Hunstedt  and  Wendy  Sistrunk. 

Caldwell  called  on  Candice  Feldt  for  the  Secretary/ 
Treasurer's  report.  Feldt  reported  that  the  balance  as  of 
July  1993  was  $1209.81.  Income  y.t.d.  was  $524  (dues),  $539

We 
currently  have  93  members.  National  HLA  is  also  concerned 
about  declining  membership.
